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PREFACE 


Part of our mandate at the Public Archives includes the custody of 
those federal government records considered worthy of permanent preservation 
for study and research. This present series of preliminary inventories is 
being published by the Public Records Division to better inform researchers 
and the general public of the rapidly growing extent and increasing variety 
of such records. 


These inventories are termed "preliminary" because not all the material 
in them is at present adequately organized and listed and will therefore be 
subject to revision from time to time, 


Each inventory describes one or more record groups, The term "record 
group'' (RG) is used here exclusively to refer to federal government records 
in the Public Archives of Canada. It can be most easily defined as any body 
of records of the federal government of Canada or its predecessors that are 
organizationally or functionally related by administrative continuity. In 
practical terms this usually means that a separate record group is created 
for each department, branch, or agency that maintained at any point during 
its existence a separate and self-contained registry system. The inventory 
for each record group will contain: 

1) a brief administrative outline of the creating government body or 

bodies; 

2) a note on access regulations; 

3) suggestions for citation of the records; 

4) a series by series description of the records themselves. 

The records will be organized in a manner that most nearly reflects the evolving 
administration structure of the creating department, branch, or agency. 


During the period 1951 to 1967 a number of Preliminary Inventories for 
record groups were published. This new series will supersede the older publi- 
cations. In some cases we shall reorganize the whole record group. Others 
will retain their original format but have numerous additions incorporated 
into them. Most of the inventories appearing in this new publication program, 
however, have never appeared in print before. By frequently up-dating the 
inventories of those groups that receive large influxes of new material we will 
be able to keep the public aware of the expanding scope and diversity of our 
holdings of public records. 


I must express grateful appreciation to the staff members who have 
worked so diligently to organize these inventories and prepare them for 
publication, especially the editor of the series, Peter Gillis.

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INTRODUCTION 


The records of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police and its predecessors 
date from 1872. Included are documents created by the offices of the 
Comptroller, the Commissioner, divisions and detachments, and the Dominion 
Police; policy and general administration and Criminal Investigation Branch 
files. A fire in the Comptroller's Office in 1897 caused a great many gaps 
in the records for the preceding period. A description of the records in our 
custody follows, and a detailed finding aid is available in the Public Records 
Division.

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ADMINISTRATIVE OUTLINE 


Below is a brief résumé outlining the historical development of the 
North West Mounted Police from the establishment of the force in 1873 until 
its reorganization as the Royal Canadian Mounted Police in 1920. It is 
not a chronicle of events contributing to the growth and services of the 
force, but rather is intended as a research guide to records of the NWMP 
and the RCMP in the Public Archives of Canada. 


1873 - The North West Mounted Police was established by 
an "Act respecting the Administration of Justice, 
and for the establishment of a Police Force in 
che North WestealerritoriesW 9036. Vac. Chap. 35) 
The Act was brought into force 30 August 1873. 
(PEGew875= 1134) 


- The territory to be policed extended from the 
western boundary of Manitoba to the Rocky Mountains. 
Control of the force came under the Department 
of Justice with the provision that the Governor 
in Council "may at any time order that same 
shall be transferred to any other Department of 
the Civil Service of Canada, ...". George A. 

French was appointed the first Commissioner. 
(P.C. 1873-1397) 


- The problem of communication between west and 
east, and the transfer of the control of the force 
from department to department made it necessary 
to appoint a representative at Ottawa to cope with 
the affairs of the force. Frederick White, a 
senior clerk in the Department of Justice, assumed 
the general administrative and financial duties in 
Ottawa. 


- The general duties of the force included the 
establishment of law and order, pacification of 
the Indians, suppression of liquor traffic, and 
the collection of customs dues. 


1874 - A fort was established at MacLeod and the head- 
quarters at Fort Pelly, both in the North-West 
Territories. 

1877 - Control of the force was transferred from the 


Department of Justice to the Secretary of State, 
(P.C. 1877-364) and James F. MacLeod was appointed 
to succeed George A. French as Commissioner. 

(P.C. 1877-914) 


1878 - Frederick White was appointed Comptroller. (P.C. 
1878-1157). Control of the force was transferred 
from the Secretary of State to the Department of 
the Interior. (P.C. 1878-957) 


1880 - Acheson G. Irvine appointed Commissioner to succeed 
James F. MacLeod. (P.C. 1880-1637) 


1883 - Frederick White appointed Deputy Head of the North 
West Mounted Police. (P.C. 1883-1344) 


- Control transferred from the Department of the Interior 
to the Department of Indian Affairs. (P.C. 1883-2122) 


1885 - The Attorney General of Manitoba requested the assis- 
tance of the NWMP on a cost shared basis in southern 
Manitoba. It was the first province to do so under 
provisions provided in the North West Mounted Police Act. 
(36 Vic. Chap. 35) 


1886 - Lawrence Wm. Herchmer appointed Commissioner to succeed 
A. G. Irvine. (P.C. 1886-1088) 


1889 - The Lieutenant-Governors of Manitoba and the North-West 
Territories requested the presence of the NWMP in the 
Keewatin District. 


- Control transferred from the Department of Indian Affairs 
to the Department of Railways and Canals. (P.C. 1889-2741) 


1891 - Control transferred from the Department of Railways and 
Canals to the Privy Council. (P.C. 1891-1360) 


1894 - The position of a special Commissioner to act as "Agent 
of the Dominion Government" for the Yukon District was 
created, and Inspector Charles Constantine was appointed 
to this position. (P.C. 1894-1201 and 1638) 


1900 - A. Bowen Perry appointed Commissioner to succeed L. W. 
Herchmer. (P.C. 1900-1906) 


1903 - First expedition by the NWMP into the Hudson's Bay area, 
and the first outpost established at Herschel Island. 


1904 - The prefix "Royal" was granted to the North West Mounted 
Police through the Coronation Honours List published 
24 June 1904. 


1917 - On 1 January the RNWMP was relieved of all police duties 
in the provinces of Alberta, Saskatchewan, and Manitoba 
for the duration of the War; their services were to be 
utilized only by the federal government during this

period. (P.C. 1917-2959, 2960 and 2961) Angus A. McLean 
was appointed Comptroller with the rank of Deputy Head 
of a department. (P.C. 1919-2736)

The duties of the force were extended to include the 
whole of Western Canada and that portion of Ontario 
in Military District 10. (P.C. 1918-3076) 


The jurisdiction of the force was extended to include 
the whole of Canada, and the Dominion Police Force 
and its functions were amalgamated with the RNWMP. 
(P.C. 1919-159) 


An Act to Amend the Royal North West Mounted Police 

Act (10 Geo. V, Chap. 28) transferred the control and 
management of the force to the Commissioner and changed 
its name to the Royal Canadian Mounted Police. (See 
also P.C. 1920-159.) The headquarters was moved from 
Regina to Ottawa and the force was reorganized along 
its present lines. (P.C. 1920-234)

A. COMPTROLLER'S OFFICE, 1874-1920 


1. OFFICIAL CORRESPONDENCE SERIES, 1874-1919. 


Subject Files, 1874-1919, 235 feet. (Vols. 1-606) 


The incoming correspondence of the Comptroller's Office in this series 
is arranged in subject files within each year. In some cases a subject 
was carried forward from one year to the next with the entire file 
located in the last year in which the subject was considered. Notations 
in the registers give any related file numbers. Before transfer a 
number of files were lost, misplaced, or destroyed. Personnel files, 
marked "'R.S. Series" in the registers, were removed to another series. 


A fire in the Comptroller's Office in 1897 caused gaps in the corres- 
pondence files for the years 1877 to 1887 and part of 1891. 


Indexes and Registers, 1874-1920, 34 feet. (Vols. 607-742) 


The indexes constitute a finding aid to the registers which list the 
files in numerical order and are complete from 1876. The registers 
provide a fairly adequate finding aid to the official correspondence, 
usually giving a comprehensive outline of the contents of the files. 
Thus they are very useful in cases where the original file is missing. 
Registers for 1874-1876 are not complete, and those from 1892 to 1895 
and one from 1881 were destroyed in the 1897 fire. 


2. LETTERBOOKS, 1883-1919. 


Official Correspondence, 1883-1919, 19 feet. (Vols. 743-830) 


The letterbooks of the Comptroller's Office reflect for the most part 
the financial responsibilities of the Comptroller, often merely 
endorsing requisitions or supply orders. The 1897 fire destroyed all 
letterbooks in this series for the years 1873-1883 and also broken 
periods from 1887-1892. No indexes. 


Semi-official Correspondence, 1903-1919, 2 feet. (Vols. 831-848) 


The semi-official correspondence complements the official correspondence. 
In addition to routine financial matters, it also contains correspondence 
relating to liaison matters and public relations. For example, answers 
to inquiries from mothers and wives whose sons or husbands went west and 
were not heard of again will be found in this series. No indexes. 


Finance, 1895-1917, 2 feet. (Vols. 849-862) 
Letterbooks containing bank statements, covering letters for cheques, 
financial balance sheets, and similar routine financial matters. 


Personnel, Pay and Kit, 1894-1914, 1 foot 6 inches. (Vols. 863-870) 


Letterbooks dealing with routine pay increases, deductions, refunds, 
fines, charges for uniforms and kits, etc., of members of the force. 
Each letterbook includes an index of the names of members of the 
force concerned in the transactions. 


Personnel, Recruiting, 1895-1919, 2 feet. (Vols. 871-877) 


Letterbooks containing replies from the Comptroller to inquiries for 
enlistment or advancement in the NWMP, with indexes. 


Letterbooks of Frederick White - Commissioner of the Northwest Territories, 
1905-1908 § 1914-1919, 3 inches. 


P (Vols. 879-880) 
While Comptroller of the NWMP Frederick White was also ex-officio 
Commissioner of the Northwest Territories, an office he continued 
to occupy after his retirement as Comptroller of the NWMP. The 
letterbooks date from 12 October 1905 to 4 November 1908 and 
24 December 1914 to 19 April 1919. No index. 


ACCOUNTS, CONTRACTS §& SUPPLIES, 1886-1894. 
Contract Books, 1906-1910, 2 inches. (Vols. 881-882) 


Two contract books showing clothing, food, and supply contracts 
entered into by the RNWMP, giving the names of contractors and the 
nature and amount of the contracts. The contracts are listed 
according to Divisions, with an index at the beginning of each volume. 


Account Books, 1899-1917, 3 feet. (Vols. 883-894) 
Records of the Accountant's Office, consisting almost entirely of 
routine financial statements and accounts paid by the Comptroller. 


Statements of expenditures incurred in the Northwest Territories 
were forwarded to the Comptroller for approval and payment. 


Advertising Accounts, 1891-1894, 2 inches. (Vol. 895) 


Routine advertising accounts dealing with the advertising of tenders 
for contracts. No index. 


Accounts re Payments to Families of Yukon Detachment, 1899-1901, 2 inches. 
(Vol. 896) 


Records of payments made to the families of members of the Yukon 
Detachment living in other parts of Canada. No index. 


Supply Indexes and Registers, 1886-1920, 9 feet. (Vols. 897-962) 


Indexes and Registers to the supply correspondence series. 


Supply Correspondence Files, 1918-1920, 12 feet. (Vols. 963-995) 


Financial papers of the office responsible for the handling of supplies 
for the force, including invoices, bills of lading, complaints 

about shortages, damage to goods received, etc. All papers for the 
years 1879-1893 were destroyed in the 1897 fire; files from 1893-1918 
were not among those transferred by the RCMP to the Archives. The 
registers give a comprehensive outline of the contents of the files. 


GENERAL OFFICE RECORDS, 1918-1919. 


Subject Files, 1918-1919, 4 inches. (Vol. 1003) 


Several subject files that did not belong to any of the other cor- 
respondence series. They bear the stamp of the President of the Privy 
Council, and appear to have come from that office. The files are as 
follows: 


(1) Letters to attorney-generals of the provinces offering co- 
operation, 1919; copies of orders-in-council, copies and drafts 
of acts and bills, personnel matters, 1919. 


(2) Administrative establishment of posts and personnel matters, 1919. 
(3) Overseas Cavalry Draft, 1918-1919. 


(4) Outbreak of Spanish influenza in the far north, 1919. 
COMMISSIONER'S OFFICE, 1868-1954 


OFFICIAL CORRESPONDENCE SERIES, 1876-1920. 


Subject Files, 1882-1920, 374 feet. (Vols. 1004-1973) 


The official incoming correspondence of the Commissioner's Office 
arranged in subject files within each year starting with 1886. Prior 
to 1886 the files were numbered continuously. No files were trans- 
ferred for the years 1873-1882, although we do have a few indexes 

and registers for this period. 


Indexes and Registers, 1876-1920, 30 feet. (Vols. 1973-2102) 


Indexes and registers in this series are incomplete up to 1885. The 
indexes constitute a finding aid to the registers, which in turn give 
a fairly adequate description of the contents of the files. From 1911 
to 1920 the indexes do not refer to general subject titles but only to 
individuals under investigation. 


CORRESPONDENCE , SUBJECT CATEGORIES, 1873-1921. 


Quarantine Reports, 1897-1914, 20 feet. (Vols. 2103-2158) 


The NWMP, acting on behalf of the Department of Agriculture, began 
to enforce the "Animals Contagious Disease Act"' in 1897. The 

work involved periodic inspections, quarantine or destruction of 
diseased animals, and certification of cattle to be shipped. The 
force also superintended the quarantine of people where necessary 
for the Department of Agriculture, until the formation of the 
Department of Public Health in 1909. 


Northern Patrols, 1912-1919, 3 feet. (Vols. 2159-2164) 
Records relating to the duties of the NWMP in the Canadian Arctic, 
and their relations with the Eskimo population. The files contain 
patrol reports, special reports and correspondence concerning Eskimos, 
traders, explorers, and missionaries. There are also several files 
dealing with the Canadian Arctic (Stefansson) Expedition of 1913-1919. 


Criminal Investigation Branch, (CIB), 1919-1920, 3 feet. (Vols. 2165-2175) 


During and after World War I matters relating to criminal investigation 
were handled by a separate branch in the Commissioner's Office. The 
CIB dealt with such problems as enemy aliens, Military Service Act 
defaulters, the enforcing of legislation relating to communists and 
subversive activities in Canada, and law enforcement in Canada's 
national parks. 


After the re-organization of the force in 1920 Criminal Investigation 
became a separate branch from the Commissioner's Office. For further 
records of the CIB see series F 2. below (page 19). 


Subject Files, 1873-1921, 4 feet. (Vols. 2176-2183 §& 2767-2771) 


Files having much the same subject content as those in the official 
correspondence, but without file numbers. Either no number was assigned 
to them or the original jackets became separated from the files. 


LETTERBOOKS, 1873-1904. 


Letterbook of Lt. Col. W. Osborne Smith, Fort Garry, 1873, 2 inches. 
(Vol. 2184) 


During the winter of 1873-1874 Lt. Col. W. Osborne Smith was entrusted 
with the administration and command of those recruits who had left for 
the west in 1873 and were wintering at the Lower Fort Garry Garrison. 


Letterbooks to the Comptroller, 1881-1906, 9 feet, 6 inches. (Vols. 2185-2228) 


Letterbooks of the Commissioner's correspondence to the Comptroller. 
There are a few gaps in the series. Most of the letterbooks have an 
index. 


Letterbooks, Miscellaneous 4 District Offices, 1878-1904, 9 feet, 6 inches. 
(Vols. 2229-2281) 


The correspondence of the Commissioner other than to the Comptroller, 
with few exceptions for the period 1881-1904. The subject matter 
reflects the various activities of the Commissioner's Office. Each 
volume includes an index. The last five volumes in this series, 
covering 1883-1884, deal with the various district offices. 


Letterbooks of Commissioner L. W. Herchmer, 1887-1900, 1 foot. 
(Vols. 2282-2285) 


Private letterbooks of Commissioner L. W. Herchmer dealing with 
discipline, promotions, misunderstandings arising between individual 
members of the force, and the numerous clashes that took place between 
L. W. Herchmer, senior officers, and constables of the force. During 
this period W. M. Herchmer was Assistant Commissioner and many of 
these letters are signed by him. 


Letterbooks of Acting Adjutant, Regina, 1888-1908, 2 feet. (Vols. 2286-2293) 


The Acting Adjutant at Regina dealt with most of the routine personnel 
and some administrative duties in the Commissioner's Office. Included 
in these letterbooks are letters dealing with pay stoppages, transfer 
of men, punishment for minor offences, transfer of police lands, and 
shoeing of horses. 


Telegrams, 1882-1919, 10 feet. (Vols. 2294-2320) 


The telegrams of the Commissioner's Office are bound chronologically 
in large scrapbooks, and are in very poor condition. Subjects covered 
by these telegrams relate mainly to routine matters, although those 
sent during the 1885 Rebellion are of great interest. 


ORDERS AND REGULATIONS, 1873-1954. 
General Orders, 1873-1928, 11 feet, 6 inches. (Vols. 2321-2375 § 3194-3221) 


The General Orders of the NWMP were usually issued by either the 
Comptroller or the Commissioner, and occasionally by other senior 
commanding officers, on the authority of the Comptroller. The main 
subjects include the taking on or striking off strength of men or 
horses, changes in the rules and regulations, transfers, and detach- 
ment directives. 


Copies of many General Orders were kept in scrap-books, most of which 
are in very poor condition. Between scrap-books there is often an 
overlapping or a gap, but in general two main series emerge, one 
covering 1873-1911 and the other for 1892-1928; there are also several 
miscellaneous scrap-books. A fairly complete index for the years 
1887-1900 can be found in volumes 2321-2327. 


Volumes 3194-3218 are the set of General Orders kept by the Yukon 
Division. Volumes 3219-3221 are those General Orders which apply to ‘ 
the Yukon District only. 


Authority for General Orders, 1902-1903, 2 inches. (Vol. 2376) 


A sample copy of letters from the Comptroller granting the Commissioner 
authority to issue certain general orders pertaining to administrative 
matters in the force. 


Rules and Regulations, 1903, 2 inches. (Vol. 2376) 


A convenient and useful compendium of all the rules and regulations 
relating to the administration, duties and obligations, privileges, 
enlistment terms, etc., of members of the NWMP as established and 
revised by a Board of Officers in 1903. 


Circular Memoranda, 1893-1933, 3 feet, 6 inches. (Vols. 2377-2386) 


Routine Circular Memoranda issued by the Commissioner to divisions, 
detachments, and members of the force concerning duties, outbreaks 
of contagious diseases (usually among animals), new or changed 
customs regulations, and orders-in-council of interest to the force. 
Occasionally supporting correspondence leading to the issuance of 

a memorandum is included. 


Cabinet Directives, 1947-1954, 4 inches. (Vol. 2387) 


Circulars 1-26, issued usually by the Secretary to the Cabinet, 
concerning the Public Service as a whole, and dealing with such 
subjects as government publications, holidays, and security inves- 
tigation of employees. 


CRIME REPORTS, 1880-1938. 


Crime Indexes and Registers, 1902-1919, 9 feet. (Vols. 2388-2463) 


Until 1918 most offenses such as theft, assault, drunkenness, 
cruelty to animals, rape, and similar cases which came before 
NWMP magistrates, or in which a member of the force was laying 
the charge, are listed in these crime indexes and registers, 
together with a notation of the punishment or fine meted out to 
the offender. They also contain information concerning war 
classifications such as movement of aliens, prisoners of war, 
parole certificates, Military Service Act defaulters, Bolshevik 
activities, and the seizure of drugs. 


The legal and court papers relating to the crimes listed in these 
indexes and registers are not available, except for the more 
serious cases, which are usually also dealt with in the 

Official Correspondence. 


Crime Reports from Regina (Depot) Division, 1913-1915, 2 feet 4 inches. 


(Vols. 2464-2470) 


Reports into investigations of sudden or strange deaths, missing persons, 
and neglected and dependant children. 
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Miscellaneous Crime Reports, 1884-1915, 3 feet. (Vols. 2471-2479) 


These crime reports do not appear to belong to any filing system, or 
to have been compiled by any one district office. They cover a 
wide variety of offences. 


Court Cases and Legal Papers, 1883-1919, 3 feet. (Vols. 2480-2487) 


Legal papers such as warrants for arrest, subpoenas, court papers, 
statements of witnesses, sworn affidavits, and transcripts of court 
hearings relating to various legal proceedings in either civil or 
criminal courts that were brought in by the NWMP on behalf of the 
Crown or at which an officer of the NWMP presided as a Justice of 
the Peace. The papers are arranged alphabetically according to 
the name of the defendant in each case. 


Handwriting Analysis, 1925-1938, 1 foot. (Vols. 2488-2490) 


Handwriting analysis relating to several forgery cases, one or two 
murder cases, and several more routine cases in which the handwriting 
of the accused or suspects had some relevance. 


6. RECORDS OF FINANCE AND SUPPLY, 1868-1939. 


Paymaster's Correspondence Files, 1883-1919, 6 feet. (Vols. 2511-2526) 


From 1883 to 1905 (vols. 2511-2520) the paymaster's correspondence 
was kept in a separate series of subject files although after 1905 
much of this correspondence was filed in the Commissioner's Office. 
The early records of the paymaster relate primarily to personnel 
matters and expenditures on barracks and buildings. Files from 1908 
to 1917 (vols. 2521-2525) relate to barracks and buildings while 
those from 1917 to 1919, (vol. 2526) include records relating to 
motorcycles, automobiles, barracks, and buildings. 


Miscellaneous Financial Records, 1880-1939, 26 feet. (Vols. 2527-2647) 


Pay ledgers and indexes, supply letterbooks, acknowledgements of 
receipts, and unidentified indexes. 


Administrative and Personnel Records, 1868-1878, 1 foot, 6 inches. 
(Vols. 3315-3316) 


Documents from the Department of Justice dealing with the expenses 
of the Frontier and Dominion Police, a few of their reports, and 
applications for the proposed Mounted Force for the North-West 


Territories. 
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7. PERSONNEL RECORDS , 41873-1921. 


Recruiting & Enlistment, 1903-1921, 1 foot, 10 inches. (Vols. 996-1002, 
2648-2649) 


A sample of the recruiting and enlistment activities and procedures 
of the force. These records contain applications for enlistment, 
1903-1905, general information on enlistment, general information 
on recruiting and application for enlistment, 1920-1921, as well as 
indexes and registers relating to applications for engagement in 
the force, promotion, and commissions, and one volume entitled 
"Recruiting in Great Britain''. Volumes 996-1002 contain indexes. 


Medical Examinations of Applicants, 1904-1905, 2 inches. (Vol. 2650) 


A sample of completed medical examination forms returned by prospective

Nominal Rolls, Engagement & Discharge Records, Defaulters Books, etc., 1873- 
1920, 10 feet. (Vols. 2651-2727) 


Miscellaneous personnel registers and indexes, including several 
lists of officers and men. 


Investigations into Charges against Members of the Force, 1892-1919, 1 foot, 
2 inches. (Vols. 2650, 2728-2731) 


Records concerning charges against members of the force involving moral 
turpitude, neglect of duty, or gross incompetence. These charges 

were usually brought before a Board of Officers set up for the purpose 
of conducting a hearing and rendering a decision or judgement. Two files 
of this series are in volume 2650. 


Proceedings of the Prince Albert Discharge Board, 1882-1902, 1 foot. 
(Vols. 2732-2735) 


This Board of Officers met periodically to review and render decisions 
on pending discharges either by purchase or on the expiration of term 
of service. 


Monthly State Reports, 1883-1913, 7 feet. (Vols. 2491-2510) 


Reports of the various divisions, consisting of muster rolls of men 
and horses, statements of engagements, discharges and transfers of 
men and horses, statements of strength and composition of various 
detachments, and monthly defaulters sheets. Most of these monthly 
state reports cover the period 1901-1913. 


8. RECORDS RELATING TO HORSES, 1877-1950. 


Descriptive Roll of Horses, 1877-1950, 2 feet S inches. (Vols. 2736-2751) 


These records include Veterinary Registers indicating dates and 
illness of horses; descriptive rolls of horses, ponies, pack horses, 
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scout horses, and mules; and indexes of horses that died, were destroyed, 
cast (1.e. rejected), or sold; regiment number, date and price of purchase, 
general description, and brand marks of horses.
